T the Central Criminal Court yesterday, 


before Mr. Justice O'Byrne, Com- 
mandant Leo O'Brien, aged 24 of 
the National Army, stationed at Beggars’ 
Bush Barracks, was cha 
on óid November last, murdered John A. 


Stokes, a civil servant, at his residence, 33 


Mespil road, Dublin. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Kevin

Solicitor), prosecuted, and Mr. Cecil Lavery, 
K.C. with Mr. P. J. Roe (instructed by Mr. 
P. F. O'Reilly, solicitor) appeared for the 
defence. 

The case aroused considerable public 
interest, and from an early hour a big crowd 
had been waiting outside the court in the 
none of gaining admittance. All the public 
galleries were crowded, 

Two jurvmen were challenged by the 
defence, and eight ordered to ‘‘stand by ” 
by the prosecution. 

When the jury had been empanelled, Mr. 
Justice yen mó informed them that they 
would be locked up for the night. 


PLEA OF NOT GUILTY 


The prisoner when indicted pleaded ‘* Not 
guilty ” im a loud voiee. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., said that the 
case was one of the greatest gravity. The 
charge was a charge of wilful murder. 

On Saturday afternoon, 3rd November last, 
a man named John A. Stokes was murdered 
by shooting at his residence, 33 Mespil road, 
Dublin. The murdered man had been a 
Junior Executive Officer in the Secondary 
Branch of the Department of Education, and 
the accused man, Leo O’Brien, was a com- 
missioned officer—a Commandant in the 
National Army. The men were’ brothers-in- 
law, married to two sisters. 

With the view of helping the jury to under- 
stand the facts of the case, counsel described 
the manner in which the house 33 Mespil 
road was occupied. In the lower part of the 
house lived an elderly lady, Mrs. Marie, the 
mother-in-law of Mr. Stokes, with her un- 
married daughter, Mairin Marie. The top 
flat was occupied by Mr. Stokes, his wife 
Mrs. Gabriel Stokes (née Marie), and their 
little five-year-old boy, Louis. Mrs. Marie 
had been living in the house for nine years. 
The accused man, Commandant O’Brien was 
married to another daughter of Mrs. Marie, 
namely Leoni Marie. The O’Briens were 
resident in Beggars’ Bush Barracks, about 
half a mile from Mespil road. Until about 
two months before the occurrence all the 
members of the family lived on very friendly 
terms. Then a tiff took place, and from 
being a constant visitor at Mespil road, 
Commandant O’Brien never came to the house 
until the day of the shooting. 


THE SHOOTING 


On the afternoon of Saturday, 3rd Novem- 
ber, Mr. and Mrs. Stokes went out with 
their child, Louis, returning about 5.50. 
They: went upstairs to their flat and started 
to prepare tea. At the time Mrs. Marie 
was already in the house with her unmarried 
daughter, Mairin. Mrs, O’Brien called 
about that time, and had a conversation wit) 
her mother and went away. Some time 
after, about 6.30, Mrs. Marie, in response 
to a knock, opened the hall door and found 
on the steps Commandant O’Brien, dressed 
in civilian attire and wearing an overcoat. 
He asked her if Jack—Mr. Stokes—was in, 
and Mrs. Marie, who had not seen him for 
some time, rephed, '“Yes.” O’Brien then 
walked into the sittin m, an 
and the maid called

Both of the women noticed 
that Mr, Stokes was looking stern, and they 
heard the two men speak, and Mrs. Stokes 
would tell them that she heard her husband 
say, “Well, Leo, up to last night I held 
my “tongue,” and O’Brien, in reply, said, 
“You have finished my life with Leonie 
ow wife); I am going to finish yours now.” 
Mrs. Stokes said, ‘‘ Why bring Jack’s name 
in,” and almost immediately O’Brien drew 
another gun from his pocket and fired three 
shots in quick succession at Mr. Stokes as 
he stood by the mantelpiece. The three 
shots were fired across the table. Mr. 
Stokes collapsed and tried to struggle across 
the room, but died almost immediately. One 
of the shots hit him right in the centre of 
the breast and severed the membranes of the 
heart. Another bullet Im in the left 
shoulder, and was em ed in the muscles, 
and the third passed righ@hrough his body 
and made a bullet mu on¥he wall. While

THE ONLY COOL ON 


The four women were distracted an 
rushed to the door shouting ‘‘ Murder.’’ 
O’Brien was the only cool one. He put his 
revolver hack in his pocket.

up to the police. He walked down the 
steps, mounted his bicycle, and rode off in 
the direction of Beggar’s Bush. Louis

He went to 
O’Brien’s quarters and entered through a 
window, but found the place TU 
0. 


The Guards were on the scene about 7. 

The police arnved at the barracks about 
7.10 p.m. They saw O’Brien come out, bare- 
headed and without his overcoat. They 
asked him if he was Commandant O’Brien. 
He said he was, and they told him to put 
his hands up. One of the officers, Detective 
Officer Ward, then told him that he was 
arresting him fot the murder of Mr. Stokes. 
O'Brien said: “ Right, ch,” and asked : “Ia 
he dead?’ and when Detective Officer Ward 
said “' Yes,” O’Brien said : ‘‘ He deserved it 
damn well right.” 

He waa then searched for arms, but none 
was found on him. He asked for permission 
to get his coat and hat. An officer asked 
where they were, and he said in 


The accusec man said that he had throw 
another gui in ‘‘No, 33,” meaning 33 Mespi 
road. On the way to the police station 
O'Brien again asked if Stokes were dead, 
and when told he was he answered: “H 
got what he deserved.’’

She noticed, however, that 
for a few weeks—it might have been a month 
or two months—they ceased coming.: She was 
never present at any dispute between the 
O’Briens and Stokeses. 

On the 3rd November her daughter, Mrs. 
O’Brien, came to see her. The Stokeses had 
then gone out, and so far as she knew they 
had not returned, and Mrs. O’Brien did not 
see them when she called about five. Mrs. 
O’Brien did not remain long—she did not sit 
down, and left quickly. 

Witness repeated that so fat as she knew the 
Stokeses had not returned and were not in 
the house when Mrs. O’Brien called, and that 
so far as she knew she did not meet the 
Stokeses then. . 

Continuing her evidence aíter the luncheon 
interval, 

Mrs. Marie told how O'Brien called at the 
house on the evening in question and asked 
to see Jack (Mr. Stokes). He went into the 
sitting-room, and Mr. Stokes came down and 
also entered the room. 

‘* | saw a gun on the table,” said witness.

They met by accident, 
however, six weeks before the shooting in 
the house of her hrother, Louis Marie, in 
Leeson street. Witness, her husband and 
Mrs. O’Brien were in the sittingroom, when 
Leo O’Brien rushed in. There was an un- 
eee scene, About a week afterwards, 
owever, she and Mrs. O’Brien were recon- 
the Friday evening before the 
t eight o'clock, in company 
with two other ladies%she called at Beggar's 
Bush an Mrs. O’Brien, She remained 
in the hall for% few minutes and left, She 
did not see Leo ien at the time. 

Mrs. Stokes went“on to describe the shoot- 
ing.

They had only gone up- 
stairs, and she was unpacking, when the 
maid came up for her husband, who went 
down. She followed. When she came into 
the sittingroom she stood beside her husband. 
She noticed that he was pale and was say- 
ing: “Well, Leo, up to last night I held my 
tongue.” She then saw a revolver on the 
table, and, when she drew attention to it, her 
husband said: “ Don’t touch it, it is real, and 
I want you and your mother to be wit- 
nesses."" Up to that point she heard 
Commandant O’Brien say nothing, but 
O’Brien then said: ‘ You finished m 
life, Leonie, and I am going to  finis 
yours now.” 

She said: ' Why drag Jack’s name 
down? ” But, before she had finished speak- 
ing, three shots rang out.

Having practical evidence of the useful 
work performed by the home, Mr. Pringle 
said he had no hesitation in appealing for 
support from the genera! public.

THE STRIKE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In response to your excellent appeal 
to motorists to pick up passengers during the 
present transport difficulties, I recently 
stopped six times between Harcourt Street 
Station and Rathgar to offer seats in my 
car. The results, not encouraging, were as 
follows :—One elderly couple (perhaps deaf) 
turned away indignantly; a young man of 
twenty, evidently expecting to be kidnapped, 
turned hurriedly in the opposite direction.

Miss Eva H. Hamilton and Miss Letitia M. 
Hamilton, A.R.H.A., opened their exhibition 
ot panitings yesterday im the Gallery, 7 At. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin, | ‘These artists are 
conscientious painters. All their works have 
been designed to give pleasure to the eye, 
and none of that intention is sacrificed to 
mannerism in technique, The methods of 
both artists are full. of interest, and their 
characteristic styles show a certain mastery 
in brush work that is worthy of comparative 
evaluation. 

Miss Eva Hamilton's two-dozen 
have, almost ell of them, a pervadin 
tone, a note traced through 
changes, and never yaried out of the general 
harmony.

BRUSSELS, Tuesday. 

HE shattered fragments of the aero 

plane in which M. Edouard Renard, 
Governor-General of French Equatoria) 
Africa, his wife and five other persons set 
out from Brazzaville for Chad last Friday 
were found to-day in the Belgian Congo 
by one of the ’planes searching for them. 

All the occupants of the plane had been 
killed instantaneously. 

M. and Madame Renard were accom- 
panied by three officers—M ajor Bonninque, 
Captain Gaulard and Adjutant Bitte— 
and by Wireless Operator Guitard and 
Mechanic Bonnet. 

The disaster is attritigted to loss of 
visibility in a tornado, ich caused -the 
plane to crash into the ground with great 
force. The official intimation of the find- 
ing of the 'plane is contained in the 
following telegram received from the 
Governor-General of the Belgian Congo: — 


DEBRIS FOUND 

“ The débris of Governor-Genera! Renard’s 
"plane was found at 2 p.m. to-day by 
a Sabena (Belgian Air Lines) aeroplane, 
piloted by Pilot Gillard, at a point 16.30

FIREMEN PULL UP

A serious outbreak of fire occurred in 
Dublin early this morning. © Firemen 
had to pull up portion of the pavement

Previously they had endeavoured to 
descend by the stairs, wearing respigators, 
so dense and choking was the pall of smoke 
which rolled up from the fire. 

The outbreak was in the premises of 
Messrs. ©.

Tallow candles which were stored in 
portion of the basement caught fire and 
caused the flames to spread quickly. 
Although hoses were played on the flames 
by firemen who descended the stairs, their 
efforts seemed likely to prove ineffective 
owing to the confined space in which they 
were working. 

It was then that the decision was made 
to break up the pavement. This was done 
both in Suffolk street and at the rear of 
the premises, and hoses were trained 
through the openings made.

GIRLS DRINKING IN

T the afternoon meeting oí the Dublin 
i. Bynod of the Presbyterian’ Church in 
Ireland, at Church House, St. Stephen's 
Green, yesterday, the Moderator (the Rev. J. 
S. Rutherford, M.A.) presiding. 
The report of the Rev. J. é: Breakey on 
social reform and temperance was read. It 
stated that the testimony of ministers was 
that there was exceedingly ‘little drinkinz 
améng the Presbyterian people of the Synod 
of Dublin. Intemperance in Ireland generally 
was decreasing, but gambling was increasing. 
Public-houses were closing here and there, 
and ‘‘Turf commission agents’’ were every- 
where opening. Hospitals sweepstakes were 
insinuating the gambling habit into 
thousands of homes hitherto immune from 
that demoralising pursuit. . Multitudes of 
eple saw no harm in paying 10s. into a 
ospital sweep ticket, and the consequences 
of such loose moral ideas were as alarming 
as they were obvious. 
Gambling would only be defeated by the 
Christian Church; for outside the churches 
there were little but apathy. The time was 
ripe for a definite lease by Christian 
ministers of Ireland against this new up- 
rising of the spirit of greed and chance. 


GIRLS IN PUBLIC-HOUSES 
The report. referred to girls drinking in 


Dublin public-houses in the evenings, of 
which it said there was a considerable 
amotint. It said that the présence of girls 


in public-houses was surely indefensible, and 
suggested that at least legislation should be 
fassed to prohibit them from entering such 
places after 6 p.m. 

It said that the Synod also welcomed 
heartily the proposed legislation of the 
Criminal Law Amendment Bill, and hoped 
that still further defences would be raised 
about the sanctity of womanhood. 

It referrea with regret to the loss suffered 
in connection with social reform work in the 
deaths of the Rev. Dr. J. Denham Osborne 
and the Rev. Dr. E. J.. McKee. 

The Moderator said that he felt that the 
evil they had to concentrate on in the Free 
State was gambling. which was becoming a 
tremendous problem everywhere. It was 
their duty to educate the young people as to 
its deadly influence. 

The report was unanimously adopted and 
a tribute was paid. to the Convener. 

The Rev. T. 8, Killen (Bailieboro’) sub- 
mitted an illuminating and very interesting 
survey of the state of religion among the 
people of the Dublin Synod, as shown by the 
reports of ministers and presbyteries.: He 
said these reports were all hopeful in tone. 
The report was also‘adopted, and the Rev. 
T. 8. Killen was given permission to resign 
from the Convenership, his application being 
based upon grounds of infirmity. 

The Very Rev. Dr. Morrow spoke of the 
admiration and respect with which the reports 
had been received year after year, 
and the great devotion the Convener had 
shown in compiling them year after year.

Mission, with 
one of the Conveners a minister resident in 
the Free State The memorial.set forth that 
the Home Mission and the Committee of 
Additiona! Church Agents, which formerly 
had a Convener each, wére in 1933 united

| vener had beeu either a member oí the 

Synod. of. Dublin or a miniater resident in the 
Free State. 

It was the opinion of the Synod that this 
personal connection between the Mission and 
its field, which lay mainly in the rural areas 
in the Free State, had many advantages. 
The Very Rev. Dr. R. K. Hanna (Adelaide 
road, Dublin) moved the adoption of the 
memorial. He said the traditional connection 
between the South of Ireland and the Home 
Mission should be maintained. A Northern 
minister had been chosen for the Convener- 
ship, however. The Free State had been 
offered a consultative committee, but they 
did not know its functions, and they had no 
power in choosing its members. 

The Rev. T. H. Witheroe, Market-

MEMORIAL OPPOSED 
The Very Rev. Dr. Morrow (Clon- 
tart) opposed the memorial, which, 
he said, askea for the reversal of 
a General @Assembly decision and would 
enta'l an ovefture. He thought there would 
be considerable and successful resistance at 
the Assembly to a dual Convenership. In 
Belfast they were strongly opposed to dual 
Conveuership in anything.

CURRENCY POLICY 
NOT ‘TO CHANGE

á bee guestion oí Belgium's maintenance 
of the gold standard underwent a 
significant and unexpected development 
to-day when the Government of M. Theunis 
resigned. The reason given for this step 
was the cam ign conducted by the Opposi- 
tion against the Government's measu 
to safeguard the franc. 

The resignation was announced 
Prime Minister at the openi 
Chamber session. 

Although the decision jg” resign was 
taken at a Cabinet meeting yesterday, the 
actual. announcement came as a complete 
surprise in Parliamentary circles, and 
there is much speculation as to its import 
and effect. 

‘The resignation of the Government 
will have no effect on Belgium’s policy of 
keeping her currency on the gold stan- 
dard,’’ declared an official of the National 
Bank. 

He added that after the resignation had 
been read, the Right Wing (Catholic and 
Liberal) deputies. in the Chamber held a 
meeting, and, with the exception of two 
votes, decided to remain faithful to the 
policy of keeping the franc on the gold 
standard ‘This was followed by a similar 
decision by the Left in the Senate. 

It is claimed in some quarters that the 
resignation was not brought about by any 
difference of opinion about the monetary 


policy. 
ON THE BOURSE 


On the Bourse there was no violent re- 
action. The news was heard just as it 
closed. “Markets finished rather stronger, 
and the opinion was expressed that the 
exchange control measures that came into 
force yesterday were sufficient to stop the 
panic purchases of gold metal which 
caused attention last week.

The Abbey Theatre 


Nearly a month ago—on February 25rd 
to be exact—Dr. W. B. Yeats announced 
a scheme of reorganisation for the Abbey 
Theatre. The mere fact that such an 
announcement should be made was a very 
welcome sign; for it showed that the 
directors of the theatre were alive to a 
peril which had become apparent to many 
people in Dublin. Within the last few 
years it has been evident that the Abbey 
Theatre, from whatever cause, has suffered 
a decline in prestige|and influence. Some 
critics have blamed the scarcity of native 
drama, some the bad effect produced by 
too-frequent visits to the United States, 
and some the general policy of the 
directors; but. few have denied that there 
has been ‘“‘ something wrong with the 
Abbey.’’ To arrest the decline before it 
had gone too far was imperative; for it 
must not be forgotten that the theatre 
holds a very special position in Irish life. 
Irish culture is under an enormous debt to 
| those determined and far-sighted persons 
| who established the Abbey Theatre at the 
| beginning of this century. They did more 
than provide a home for native drama—it 
would be more true to say that they 
created native drama, and, through it, 
gave a great stimulus to Irish literature. 
The Abbey’s function is not less valuable 
now than it was thirty years ago, and Dr. 
Yeats’s proposal for an Advisory Board 
gave hopes that a new vigour would be 
infused into the theatre's policy. Within 
a few days, he said, the Advisory Board, 
which already had been formed provi- 
sionally, would put its plans for a general 
reform before the theatre’s Board of 
Directors, and the latter would then decide 
whether they were to be sanctioned.. Pre-. 
sumably, then, the Abbey Theatre’s line 
of action had been determined. 

At the time Dr. Yeats gave no more than 
a general indication of what the new 
policy was to be. Of late, he said, there 
had been a slackening of activity among 
Irish dramatists, and in future it was 
intended not to confine the theatre’s pro- 
ductions to Irish subjects, but to-extend 
its scope so as to include continental plays. 
This statement has had a mixed reception, 
and, perhaps, was mainly the cause of the 
correspondence which began immediately 
on the whole subject of the Abbey 
Theatre. The implication that Irish 
authors were at fault has been denied 
vigorously, and the proposal to stage con- 
tinental plays has brought forth many 


| 


of the theatre’s policy. The letters which 
| have appeared on the subject in this news- 
paper show that the public is keenly 
interested in the future of the Abbey, and 
at least some of them contain valuable 
constructive criticism. We cannot agree 
with Mr. Hilton Edwards—one of the 
latest contributors to the discussion—that 
the general public has no business to 
meddle with such a matter, any more than 
the dentist has a right to lay down the 
law about architecture. The architect, it 
is true, can afford to disregard the 
criticisms of the dentist on his work, but 
they do not stand in the same relation as a 
theatre and its public. The audience is 
an integral part of drama, and its views, 
be they never so foolish or ill-advised, 
cannot be without value to those whose 
We 
think that the publicity which Dr. Yeats’s 
announcement has received, and the con- 
troversy to which it has given rise, ought 
to be” welcomed. An opportunity has 
been given for the expression of the 
public's attitude towards’ the proposed 
changes, and it is clear that the success 
of any theatre’s policy depends very much 
on this factor. 

Nevertheless, the directors of a theatre 
must be allowed to have the last word. As 
members of the public, we have the right 
to ask that our suggestions shall be borne 
in mind, but we must leave to them the 
final decision whether or not they are to be 
put into %ffect; for they have special 
knowledge and experience of the theatre. 
For that reason the public has been await- 
ing anxiously some statement from the 
Abbey directors to cofifirm or modify the 
original announcement by Dr. Yeats. It 
is now nearly a month since a new policy 
was foreshadowed, but there has been no 


into practice, or if, indeed, it is to be 
followed at all. If the Advisory Board has 
been sanctioned by the directors, it ought 
to have been able by now to formulate a 
detailed statement of policy, and put it

The Abbey and its affairs have 
been discussed by the public for four 
weeks, and, while we believe that argu- 
ment and speculation are-helpful in their 
early stages, the time comes when they 
ought to be set at rest by an authoritative 
statement. Dr. Yeats and Mr. Robinson 
are in a better position to know the faults 
and possibilities of the Abbey than the 
public can be, and we feel that some 
announcement by them of their future 
plans would clear the air considerably. 


Emergency Services 


We congratulate the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce on his decision to 
provide Army transport in the streets of 
Dublin this morning. Naturally the 
number of vehicles will be limited, and 
only those who can find no other means 
of transport will be expected to take ad- 
vantage of them; but they will come as a 
blessing to thousands of unfortunate 
persons who have been trudging to and 
from the city for more than a fortnight. 
The emergency services will operate 
between 7 and 10 o’clock in the mornings 
and between 4.30 and 7.30 o’clock in the 
afternoons, and the Minister hopes to be 
able to extend them at a later date. In 
the meanwhile the . strike continues. 
Yesterday Mr. Lemass once again met 
representatives of the Dublin Trades 
Council, who proposed that negotiations 
not only should be started, but actually 
should be brought to a conclusion, before 
the resumption of work on the tramways 
and omnibuses. Very properly, the 
Minister refused to entertain this sugges- 
tion, which would have involved endless 
delays; but he announced that he would 
take immediate steps to establish a court 
of inquiry, under the Industrial Courts 
Act of 1919, to report on the men’s claims 
in respect of rates of wages and conditions 
of service. The Government, he added, 
proposed to await the report of this Court 
before taking further action. Now that the 
public is being provided with alternative 
services, however inadequate they may be, 
the great hardship that was involved in 
the strike will be alleviated to some ex- 
tent. If owners of private motor cars wil) 


grant of ‘ lifts,” the public will be made 
more or less independent of the tramcars 
and omnibuses. In these circumstances, 
we hope sincerely that the men who are on 
strike will abandon their intransigeant 
attitude and go back to their jobs like 
sensible men. The Government has 
removed their last grievance by its 
decision to set up a court of inquiry, and, 
if they have a sound case, they may be 
sure that it will be met fairly. What good 
purpose can be served by a continuance 
of the strike? Public opinion is almost 
unanimously against the men. Their 
demand for a settlement of their claims 
before resumption. of work is utterly un- 
Yeasonable, and, now that a court of 
inquiry is being established, the last shred 
of excuse for their attitude has vanished. 
If they would go back to work at once, 
and await the judgment of that Court, they 
would regain much of the sympathy that 
they have forfeited; but persistence in 
their present ,obstinacy merely will em- 
bitter the public. We would urge the men 
to reconsider their whole attitude. They 
have taken up an untenable position, and 
their only intelligerté course is to retreat 
from it without further adj; We are sure 
that nobody wishes to humiliate them, or 
to deny them the satisfaction of any just 
claims that they may have. On the other 
hand, the public already has proved that 
it will not allow itself to be bullied. We 
are glad that the Government has had the 
moral courage to take the public’s part in 
this matter; and if, in the new circum- 
stances, the strikers refuse to resume their 
work, they will have only themselves to 
blame for their inevitable defeat. 


The Power of Paint 


The astronomers may insist that Spring 
does not begin until to-morrow, but the 
rest of us are content to accept St. 
Patrick’s Day as the dividing line between 
Winter and Summer. We shall not feel 
the time passing until overcoats are 
doffed, Easter holidays are under con- 
templation, and the tourists are arriving. 
It is not too early to register the hope 
that those tourists will receive the best 
possible impression of our country this 
year. Not only for their sakes, but for 
the sake of our own national pride, every 
householder and every shopkeeper in 
Ireland ought to do something towards 
the smartening up of his premises—and 
consequently of his city or district. Who 
has forgotten how Dublin was transformed 
three years ago. merely by application of 
coats of paint, by the cleaning of facades 
and by odd repairs here and there? The 
coats of paint have faded in the inter- 
vening three years, the facades. have 
recovered some of their old grime, and 
new repairs have become necessary; but 
‘what was done once can be done again. 
Dublin may not be able to afford preten- 


tious new buildings or parks at the 


moment. Her Corporation, however, could 
improve her attractiveness enormously by 
the appointment of a few men whose 
function would be to tear down unwanted 
bills and to prevent their replacement; 
shopkeepers could help by brightening 
their shop fronts, private citizens by tidy- 
ing their gardens and applying. paint and 
varnish to their houses and gates, and 
the railway companies by paying some 
attention to the neatness of their stations 
and carriages—which are in sore need of 
such attention. These are among the 
things which make all the difference to a 
city’s, or a country’s, appearance, and 
they are among the things by which a 
people is judged, The cost in labour and 
materials would not be great, but the 
reward would be enormous.

The Times observes in an editorial 
article today:—Members of Parliament 
for constituencies in the distressed areas 
are bringing to-day to the notice of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer the financial 
burden of unemployment in those areas. 
Their plea will be for greater ‘assistance 
in the áil of the burden. It is not a 
new plea, and it does not derive its 
cogency entirely, or mainly, from the post- 
ge“ of the Unemployment Assistance 
oard's assumption of full responsibility 
for all sections of the. industrial unem- 
ployed. When unemployment is chronic 
and severe the general finances of local 
government areas are liable to be under- 
mined. Many, though not all, of the dis- 
tressed areas are oppressed by an immense 
weight of local burdens. A large contribu- 
tory cause has been the cost of relieving 
need, and the rates in some places have 
become stupendous. In not a few cases 
there has been too easy access to the 
rates, and assistance that. might have 
been justified for a brief period was 
unsuited to a continuing depression. 
But, when full. allowance has been made 
for defects in administration, the. in- 
escapable fact is that unemployment, and 
not maladministration, has bei the cause 
of a crippling addition to local charges. 
Are there no reserves of industria] 
initiative to be tapped and made to flow 
in these economic wildernesses’ The 
problems of the distressed areas beset the 
Government on every hand, The hard 
core of unemployment is there, the acute 
difficulties of the Unemployment Assist- 
ance Board are there, the financial strain 
of loeal government is also there, and as 
long as the distressed areas remain a 
social sore they will be a political danger.
